Securing Your Property Boundary 
A few tips this month for securing your 
property from the local Neighbourhood 
Watch: 


Having high fences or hedges can be 
helpful as they reduce the visibility of 
what is in your garden, which secure 
your property boundary from potential 
trespassing or burglary 


If you have a garden, pathway or 
driveway gate to access the back of 
your property, we recommend fitting 
locks, bolts or padlocks on the inside 
toward the top and the bottom for added 
security and to reduce the possibility of 
the locks being damaged to gain access 


Having gravel around your property 
grounds can help to prevent intruders, 
as it is noisy to walk on 


Place thorny shrubbery or plants around 
the top of perimeter fencing to deter 
intruders from climbing over. Diamond 
shaped garden trellis fencing is difficult 
to climb and is good for placing thorny 
plants 


Front boundaries with hedges, trees or 
shrubs shouldn't be more than about 1m 
in height as these can give a burglar a 
'screen' to hide behind 


Side and rear boundaries, for maximum 
security, should be a minimum of 1.8m 
in height. Planning permission may be 
needed for anything above 2m. Find 
your local council on GOV.UK 


outdoor security lighting can help to 
intimidate a thief when it’s dark as they 
don’t want to be seen or recognised. 
Security lighting known as 'dusk till 
dawn' can be used to detect movement 
through heat and motion sensors. Try to 
place lights out of reach to avoid them 
being tampered with.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE COUNTY COUNCILLORS REPORT 


A14 project — Unfinished Business 
There are still some outstanding issues 
including dealing with the derelict 
properties (former hotel, petrol station) by 
the A14 to the north west of the village. 
Highways England own the land and are 
looking to dispose of it. But it is an 
unattractive prospect (with no access and 
potentially needing a lot of work to make it 
useable). There is debris scattered and it 1s 
unsightly and potentially dangerous if 
people walk through or children play there. 


At the last Highways Committee I 
challenged the representative from 
Highways England to get a grip on the 
situation, to develop a strategy not just 
hope something will turn up. I emphasised 
that the current situation was unacceptable. 
Residents needed to know that the situation 
will be resolved and there will be proposals 
for use of the land which could benefit the 
village. The representative from Highways 
England agreed to return to the Committee 
with an update on their thinking. 


Sorting out the Council’s finances 
This 1s challenging for a few reasons: 
general pressure on public funds, Covid 
and its continuing impact on services, and 
the arrangements and provision we have 
inherited. One particular area we are 
looking at carefully 1s in relation to This 
Land, the wholly owned subsidiary of the 
County Council, to which the Council 
loaned £millions to buy Council land and 
develop it. This Land currently owes the 
Council £113.85m. It is paying its debt to 
the Council, but it needs to be 
commercially successful for the Council’s 
investment to be safe. The Council 1s 
interested in maximising its return on this 


loan. Can it be a commercial success while 
servicing these debts? This 1s potentially a 
very high risk strategy for the Council and 
its invested funds. 


When 1s a right of way not a right of 
way? 

There is a 
bridleway 
marked on the 
County Council’s 
map showing the 
walking route 
from Bar Hill to 
Lolworth. But if 
you walk along it 
heading towards 
Lolworth you 
will first see 
‘public access’ signs, then you will come 
across a padlocked gate which blocks 
vehicular access, but also pedestrians and 
cyclists too. I’ve written to officers at the 
Highways department to ensure that we 
claim the public right of way along this 
route and if there are reasons for the 
closure to understand exactly what these 
are. 





Is this an isolated example? I would be 
interested to know if you have come across 
any barriers in public footpaths — locked 
gates, closed routes, anything that makes it 
impassable. Please write to me with any 
examples!

Wildlife Friendly Gardening 

We tend to tidy our gardens in autumn, but 
often take this to the extreme. We blitz 
them, removing most of the shelter for 
wildlife and leaving overwintering 
invertebrates homeless in the process. You 
can help wildlife by leaving as much 
tidying up as possible until the end of 
winter, and doing so can make your garden 
look more attractive, too. 


Spread fallen leaves over your flowerbeds. 
As well as providing a rich mulch, they 
create a superb foraging habitat for 
thrushes and blackbirds in winter. Frogs 
and invertebrates also like to overwinter 
among damp leaves. 


Avoid cutting hedges until the end of 
winter to provide valuable shelter for birds 
and give them more time to eat the berries. 


Leave dry plant stems standing in the 
garden — all kinds of insects will crawl 
inside to spend the winter. They often have 
an interesting architectural quality, too, 
and look great covered in frost or 
spiderwebs. When you do cut them in 
spring, leave them in a stack until May to 
allow all of the overwintering insects to 
emerge.

Hedgehogs are solitary creatures. 


Hedgehogs venture out on their own after 
only four to seven weeks of nurturing from 
their mother. They usually then spend their 
entire lives alone with the exception of 
pairing up to mate with another hedgehog.

somewhere to go for the day. 


They are based near St Ives, about a 15 
min drive from here. They do amazing 
work rescuing, rehabilitating and 

releasing wild birds of prey. They have 
around 120 birds on site which are 
permanent residents for one reason or 
another , some of which take part in flying 
displays throughout the day. There 1s also 
a reptile house and some meerkats Pop and 
Crackle ( not sure what happened to 
Snap)! They have a hospital where they 
care for injured and sick birds in 
conjunction with local vets. They go out 
into schools to do educational sessions and 
some birds also take part in weddings ! 


The staff and volunteers are lovely and 
very knowledgeable about the birds, and 
willing to answers any questions. 


It is a really relaxing place to walk around 
and has a lovely cafe, a small play area 
and picnic areas around a pond. 


They have a very good website with all the

Vaccine Passport Scams 

Action Fraud has received over 700 
reports from members of the public 
about fake emails purporting to be from 
the NHS. The emails claim to be able to 
provide people with a “digital passport” 
that “proves you have been vaccinated 
against COVID-19”. These emails are 
fake, and the links within them lead to 
genuine-looking websites that steal your 
personal and financial information. 


How to protect yourself: 

In the UK, coronavirus vaccines will 
only be available via the NHS. You can 
be contacted by the NHS, your 
employer, a GP surgery or pharmacy 
local to you, to receive your vaccine. 
Remember, the vaccine 1s free of charge. 
At no point will you be asked to pay. 
The NHS will NEVER ... 


e ... ask for bank account, credit card, 
PIN or banking passwords, 


e ... arrive unannounced to administer 
the vaccine, or 


e ... ask you to prove your identity by 
sending copies of personal documents 
such as your passport, driving licence, 
bills or pay slips.

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Bar Hill Walking Route #5 

As the weather mixes between beautiful 
sunshine and torrential rains this month 
our walking route takes us alongside the 
new local road along to Lolworth and back 
into the village. 


This is 1s a relatively easy walk, 
approximately, seven kilometres and 
(depending on 

your walking 

speed!) will 

take round an 

hour. 


This route 

begins at the 

roundabout at the entrance to the village 
and sets off across the new bridge to the 
local road. 


At the traffic 
lights you 
then turn to 
the left and 
it’s a very

leisurely walk along the newly built 
footpath down to the flyover over the A1l4 
into Lolworth village 

itself. 


If you time it right 
(as we were lucky 
enough to!) you get 
some really nice 
views from the 
Lolworth bridge of 
the setting sun in the 
west. 


Once you’ve come down off the bridge the 
way back into Lolworth along Robin’s 
Land up to the High Street is usually very 
quiet but does involve some walking in the 
road. 


The route back to Bar Hull, across the 
Millennium Path, 1s well sign-posted and 
usually (except after heavy rains) quite an 
easy walk. 


This months walk ends re-entering the 
village on Saxon Way. 


Rogue Trader Warning 

Our friends over at Central Bedfordshire 
Council have informed us of a recent 
alleged doorstep crime incident in their 
area in which an elderly resident received 
an unsolicited visit to her home. 


Whilst this specific incident was in 
Bedfordshire we want to remind you of the 
sort of tricks doorstep traders employ to 
con people out of their money and the fact 
that rogue traders travel across county 
borders, and indeed often travel a long 
distance from their place of residence to 
commit their crimes. 


In this specific incident the caller claimed 
that he was working nearby and said he 
had noticed some tiles missing on the 
residents roof and offered to take a look. 
He asked if he could go into the loft space 
to inspect the alleged damage more 
closely. The resident gave permission and 
after a short while the trader returned with 
photographs that he had apparently taken 
in the loft, showing daylight where a roof 
tile was missing. He also handed the 
resident a piece of torn roofing felt. 


The visitor advised the resident that repairs 
would cost over £1000 with £350 required 
up-front to purchase the materials. The 
resident paid the requested £350 to the 
man who left - never to return again. 


The resident lost £350 as a result of this 
experience but potentially could have lost 
even more had the caller returned. 


It was later established that the caller 
himself had removed the missing tile and 
torn away a section of roofing felt to dupe 
the unsuspecting resident into thinking 
urgent remedial work was required. 


Dealing with Uninvited Callers 
Remember, you do not have to answer the 
door to anyone you are not expecting! 
Your home should be a place where you 
can feel safe and undisturbed. It is not rude 
to not answer the door.

e Display a sticker stating that you do not 
buy or sell at the door. Our Against 
Scams Partnership can provide one of 
these. Please send your request to 


against- 
scams(a@cambridgeshire.vov.uk. 





e Ensure all other doors and windows are 
closed and locked when you answer 
your front door. 


e Fit and use a security chain every time 
you answer the door. The Bobby 
Scheme can fit door chains for over 65s, 
disabled and vulnerable people for a 
small fee or for free if you are over 60 
and have been a victim of crime in your 
home. Contact 01480 413311

e Always ask for and check ID for anyone 
claiming to be an official. A genuine 
caller will be pleased that you are 
exercising such caution.
